cleared up. 

Patients with car canal in-

Your Little Helper 


At 


Home

OU know some homes in 
which the children from 
five to elghteen or twenty and 
parents co-operate in doing vac 
household chores and. drud- 
geries, Each member of the 
family has great consideration 
for all tho other members, All 
working together, and having 
fun together, 

You probably know. more 
homes (certainly many more 
of them) in which the children 
help very little or not at all. 
There tho mother, with little or 
no domestic help, drudges hour 
after hour, day In and day out, 
a veritable home slave. Usually 
she is a willing slave but sho 
may al times chide tho older 
children for not helping her, 
and. when all worn ont and 
nervous, tell them that if they 
really loved her they would 
help her, y 

Earlicr Training 

But it’s not so much a matter 
of love as of .Inck of carller 
training. No use to jaw at the 
child ten, twelve, or fifteen for 
not helping at home. Unless he 
hag practised carlicr Lm helping, 
he will hardly change suddenly 
and volunteer, to help. Oh, 
yes, on occasional older child, 
whose parents .rarely or never 
scold but have gentle, lovely 
ways with him, may “be pre- 
vailed ‘on by his roother’s quict 
suggestions or requests to help 
her a grent deal, unusual as aro 
such cases, ; 

The child who at cight, 
twelve or thirteen Iets his 
mother. be his slave has 
lost something on this ac- 
count in s:lf-regard and in 
feoling himsclf a worthy mem- 
ber of the family, What's more 
ho loses in moral fibre from not 
having- helped and done _his 
sharg in ths familly group. Now 


for a child: ‘to do his worthy. 


part of. the; chores, and drud-. 
‘Rgerles about the-home is for him 
to have | had |.good mifficiont 


practice at doing some things he 
would rather not at the moment 
do. 
Any child, who grows up 
avolding in his daily living, 
especially about the home, the 
litle or big jobs he knows he 
should do, hag lost to that de- 
gree eseential tralning for stick- 
ing to the Job whether pleasant 
or unpleasant in whatever he 
faccs at school, nt work or ut 
mingling in tho larger com- 
munity with his fellows. It'a 
hard to imagine any healthy 
child acqulring best character 
educatlon who hag not rather 
liberally shared in the home 
chores and responsibilities. 


One Reason 


Why do so many growing 
children not help at home? One 
big reason is that many parents 
have been led by some theories 
and bellefs to belleve: that a 
child should never be made to 
do anything he doesn’t feel Ilka 
doing but thet overything must 
bo made so attractlya to him 
that hoe will choose to do what 
ho should. Just imagino a boy 
or firl finding it such fun to 
peel potatocs, set the table, 
‘wash the dishes, scrub floors, 
tidy up rooms and make beds 
that ho can't resist doing such. 

Well this may work with the 
tot from two fo five and bo a 
good way for him. But it won't 
work with the older’ child. 
Sensible parents, knowing 
won't work, Bet some regular 
requirements. If the child 
from six to twelve can no more 
escape some regulur jobs at 
home than -he ‘can escapo 
breathing, provided he meots 
with no unnecessary snnoyance, 
he . should be fairly. well pre- 
parod to help st - home. as ho 
growa older,- It's’ important to 
do no Jawlng and to cultivate

In cnses of seanickness, the 
drug was fully effective on’ 97 
percent of the 210 casey studied 
by Dr Gay, and partially effec- 
tive in almost all of the others. 

Dr Gay said the U.S. Navy re- 
ported that dramamine doses 
seemed to have no adverse effect 
on the men's markmanship. 

USED ON TROOPS 

The Johns Hopking professor 
reported that tbe U.S, Army.also 
used the drug on troops jn Paci- 
fic waters, with a psychological 
twist, They gave half of the men 
dramaming and the other half 
sugar pills, 

Among those who took the 
dramamine, 95 percent recovered 
rapidly. Fifty-seven percent of 
{hose who took the sugar pills 
also recovered. The remalning 
43 percent then were given dra. 
mamine and 96 percent of them 
recovered within a half-hour. 

Ore of the most encouraging 
revelations about: the drug, ac- 
cording to Dr ‘Gay, jis that it 
seems to be useful in treating 
(nesses involving cquillbrium. 
Gay fecls that dramamine should 
be studied further along that 
line to determine Sts uscfulness 
in combating nausen in pren~ 
nancy, and similar jlineses fol- 
lowing anacthesia and radiation 
therapy. .
